The c'lub house is lo- 


cated on the south end of Long Is- 
land, and the premises include about 
three acres. The size of the building 
is 14x22 feet and it is so situated 
that there is a fine view both up and 
down the stream. 


The house is built out from the 


shore on concrete piers and the first 
floor is arranged for a boat landing 
and has stairs leading to the second 
floor. There are small walks lead- 
ing from the second floor to the Is- 
land. 
The second floor contains a 


kitchien and sitting room, and the 
kitchen is equipped with two Prentiss 
Outing stoves, and the entire build- 
ing is lighted with gasoline lights, 
both.stoves and lighting systems are 
supplied from the same reservoir, 
which Is located on the first floor.

Physicians and nurse 
labored hard for the large succes 
attained in the handling of the mos 
severe cashes. 
For It is'a matter o, 


history that during the past two yeari 
ninety two emergency surgical pus 
cases have been taken care* of here 
Two hundred and seventy two pat- 
ients have been treated during the 
same term. 


Fully fifty percent of the surgical 


cases are emergency. 
That means 


that if we had no hospital a very 
large per cent would never recover 
because they couldn't stand a journ- 
ey to another city. This being the 
case Grand Rapids ought to have 
just as good a hospital as it Is pos- 
sible to secure. It is a rather inter- 
esting fact that Marshfield has a hos- 
pital with seventy beds.

DEVELOP WATER SYSTEM 


One of the most unique and satis- 


factory sources of water supply in 
America has been developed by the 
Whiting Plover Paper Co. near its 
plant on the Wisconsin River. This 
new iiystem provides an abundant 
pupply of pure spring water for the 
manufacture of the finer grades of 
paper turned out at the mill and also 
furnishes the finest quality of water 
for drinking purposes. By a system 
of lines of drainage tiling extending 
in various directions the water is ob- 
tained iron) subterranean springs and 
natural filtering beds eight to twelve 
feet underground. The plant that is 
being installed will have a maximum 
capacity of 2000 gallons a minute, the 
water being pumped to the mill from 
a large reservoir fed by two other 
wells and by pipes. 


The Rood Construction 'Company 


of Grand Rapids has the contract for 
this unique piece of work and ex- 
pects to complete the system within 
a couple of weeks. Work was started 
last September. A tract of about 18 
acres of low land will be "bled" by 
the linesi of tiling which pour aston- 
ishing streams of water into the re- 
ceiving wells.

A suitable supply of water for the 


paper mills has long been a problem 
'or the manufacturers. George Whit- 
ing, while connected with the Wis- 
consin Pulp and Paper Co. some years 
ago, conducted expensive experiments 
'n the vicinity of the company's mill 
n an effort to obtain pure water in 
quantity. 
An expert engineer was 


engaged and fully 100 drive wells 
were siunk but without success..—

Naturally those remarks ran through mv head 


as I talked with the new secretary of war last 
week 
I saw him twice, once in his modest bed- 


room at the University club, where he ,s liv,ng 
for tho present as a bachelor "because the children 
are m school in Cleveland and we don't want to 
break into their year." The second time he was 
In his office in the war department, the oflice to 
which one penetrates through that chead ante- 
chamber where hang the poitiaits of all the previ- 
ous incumbents of the office 


On both occasions I got the same impression 


of the physical man 
Nature, in molding Ins body 


did a neat job 
He is a markedly small man but 


m proportion all the way through. His littleness 
carries no suggestion of the dwarfish. His head 
is large, but not enough so to make him look top- 
heavy. His hands and feet are of moderate size 
well formed and muscular 
He has a chest big 


enough to breathe in, a waist which carries no 
adipose luggage. 
His skin is swarthy, his hair 


black and straight. A pair of hazel eyes full of 
life, but comprehensive rather than keen; the 
wide mouth of an orator or actor, mobile yet farm 
of lip; the brow of a scholar, a face m general in 
which the perpendicular lines of strength are ac- 
centuated, a manner at once dignified and friendly, 
a bearing which I should call attentive rather thau'o 
alert—these are the characteristics of the outward 
man. 


His mentality is not so easily characterized. 1 


shall have to try to bring it out for you m a series 
of rather detached glimpses, as he himself re- 
vealed it to me in the course of our conversation. 


Our talk ranged over many topics. We had, for 


Instance, been speaking 
of the 
extraordinary 


amount of reading of standard English authors 
he had done before he was twenty years old and 
I asked him whether the familiarity of his mother 
tongue thus acquired had not been an important 
element in his various successes. 
He said- "I 


think that is true. 
Ability to express myself ef- 


fectively in speech has been of great value to me." 


This led to a brief sketch of his personal his- 


tory. Mr. Baker was born in 1871 in Martiusburg, 
W. Va., a community of P.OOO persons, wherein his 
father was the leading physician. 
He was the 


second of four sons. At the age of twenty, in 
1891, he received his degree of Bachelor of Arts 
from Johns Hopkins university, having completed 
the four years course in three years. Followed a 
year of graduate work in Roman law, comparative 
jurisprudence and economics, and then his law 
course, which he took at Washington and Lee uni- 
versity, completing the two years' work in one 
year. "That compression," he told me, "was done 
for family reasons. Money was not plentiful in 
a country doctor's family, and there were other 
sons to educate." After his graduation in 1893 
Mr Baker hung out his shingle in Martinsburg to 
indicate that he was "willing to practice law," as 
he puts it, and remained in that receptive condi- 
tion until 1S96, the last year of the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, when Postmaster General 
Wilson 


called him to Washington to be his private sec- 
retary. "I divided my two cases between, the other 
members of the local bar," he told me, "and went." 


In 1899 Mr. Baker was invited to come to Cleve- 


land, 0, as a partner with Foran & McTigue, one 
of the city's leadirg firms of trial lawyers. 
He 


went there, met Tom Johnson and was magne- 
tized; by that association was drawn into local 
politics and had fourteen years of active cam- 
paigning there, serving four terms as eity solicitor 
under Mayor Johnson and two terms as mayor 
after his chief was deposed. He declined to run 
for a third term, and had just resumed his law 
practice at the beginning of this year when he was 
called to Washington 


Returning to our topic, I asked him to what 


other qualities besides his ability as a speaker he 
felt indebted for what he had accomplished. He 
pondered that and said: 


"Lookmg at mjselt impersonally, I am inclined 


to think I have a very patient mind. I mean by 


^that a mind which moves slowly, which plods for- 


ward instead of dashing or leaping There is, noth- 
ing brilliant about it 
A brilliant mind, it strikes 


me, is like a thoroughbred horse, good toi a race 
but afterward needing to be stabled for a day or 
two 
My mind is like a plow horse. 
It cannot 


spurt, but it can go on turning furrow after fur- 
row. That lets me get through a lot of work 


"By a patient mind," he went on, "I al$o mean 


a mind which does not leap to attitudes and deci- 
sions, but feelfc its way 
And a mind which does 


not get its back up easily. Opposition does not 
make my mind bristle 
A difference of opinion is 


not a personal thing with me. 


"And 
I think," he said, his dark eyes twinkling 


and his wide lips quirking with fun, "it has been a 
very decided advantage to me to be so little and 
to look so young. I really mean that," he hastened 
to add and cited two instances in illustration. One 
was Ins argument before the Supreme court of the 
I'nited States in the Cleveland tiaction cases, an 
argument which attracted the flattering favorable 
comment of the learned justices 
The other was a 


spesLh which was one of the outstanding features 
of the Baltimore convention which nominated 
President V\ ilson. 


"Neither of those," he commented, "could by 


any stretching of woids lie called a gieat speech. 
Tha natural fairmmdedness of men was what 
pulled me through in both cases 
I looked so 


handicapped that my hearers said instinctively, 
'Give the hoy a chance'' " 


Such cool, almost academic self-analysis led 


ma to ask him how life struck him, so to speak— 
what ambitions it stirred In him 
"I'd like to prac- 


tice law," he said. 
"That is my one ambition. 


There is no oflice or position that I care tor. But 
I'd like to practice and practice and practice law." 


Further talk along that line developed the rather 


interesting fact that the new secretary of war is 
one of those men who seem to have been moved 
forward by the urgmgs and propulsion of their 
friends instead of fighting forward of their own 
accord in response to an inner impulse. 
Post- 


master General Wilson all but dragged him from 
his oneflessness in Martinsburg to get his first 
taste of cabinet ways and duties and responsibili- 
ties. Martin Foran dragged him to Cleveland to 
become a trial lawyer Tom Johnson dragged him 
into politics 
And Woodrow Wilson has just 


dragged him to the war department. 


The circumstances of the Foran case are un- 


usual enough to partake of the romantic. In 1<897, 
when the young and still younger looking attorney 
was returning trom his first visit to Europe, he 
was table mate of the late W. T. Stead and a mild- 
mannered, letinng English barrister. 
One day 


Baker came on decki to find the barrister in a peck 
of trouble. 
A stalwart, lawyerish, six-toot Irish- 


man, 
full of Gaelic fire, had waylaid him and was 


charging him, in his own person, with all the 
wrongs England had ever perpetrated on the dis- 
tressful country. 
"I happened to be rather fa- 


miliar with the Irish land laws," so Mr Baker 
tPl's it, "and contrived to substitute myself for 
the barrister in the argument. The upshot of it 
was that my opponent and I became good friends 
and spent the rest of the voyage playing chess 
together. We parted In New York. 
I went back 


to Martinsburg, and no word passed between us 
for two years. Then the man—Martin Foran— 
wrote me the firm's business had so increased that 
another partner was required and that he wanted 
me. I had long felt I should be in a larger com- 
munity than Martinsburg, and I liked Cleveland 
but I knew they wanted a trial lawyer, which i 
was not. So I went on full of excuses, prepared 
to thank him and be dismissed in friendliness. 
Before I could get my first excuse out Mr. Foran 
had usheied me into an office and said, 'Here's 
yours,' and^before I caught my breat'n he had sent 
some clients in for me to talk with, I stayed in 
Cleveland and learned to be a trial lawyer." 


His enlistment as an active fighter in the John- 


son camp was equally casual. 
"Tom" was sick 


one night, and thfe young lawyer was pressed Into 
service to fill his place at a rally. "Tom's sick," 
said the man who introduced him. "This is New- 
ton D. Baker, who's going to speak in his'place. 


lie's a lawyer. That's all I know about him. Go 
ahead, boy, and tell them what you know." Baker 
told them, and bo began the activities which led 
to four terms as solicitor and lo?al leader of the 
antltraclion combine foicea and two terms as 
mayor. 


I asked Mr. Baker how the mayor of Cleveland s 


job compared with that of tlie sccretaiy of. war

I had meant to ask him how the two positions 


compared in size and difficulty. 
lie was non- 


committal on that point, and 1 suggested that at 
least he did not seem appalled by the size of his 
new task, even though the Mexican •situation had 
given him a baptism ol fire for a greeting, 
lie 


said: 


"I am not appalled. No man can hope to escape 


mistakes 
Mistakes are inevitable. I know I shall 


make some. 
But tho only things one need be 


really afraid of are insincerities and indirectness. 
Also, it is well to remember that unfamiliar tasks 
have a way of looking mountainous Famillanty 
reduces their proportions 
At present I am woilt- 


mg here from half past eight in the morning till 
midnight to become familiar with mine. 
That 


slow mind of mine," he said smilingly, "compels 
me to put in those long hours." 


"What is your idea of the functions of the secre- 


tary of war?" 


"The duties," he said, "are largely legal. Almost 


all the secretaries have been lawyers. (He cited 
the names of many, from Stanton down to his 
predecessor, Garrison.) Strictly military affairs 
are not my province. Experts must care for those 
tilings. 
Legal questions—touching the conflict 


ing rights of state and federal governments, the 
navigability of streams, the proceedings of courts 
martial—such things comprise the problems 1 have 
to settle I am an executive. Congress has made 
laws governing my department. 
It is my duty to 


see that they are carried out conscientiously," 


About "preparedness" he felt obliged to decline 


to say a word, and I reminded him of an interview 
m which he was recently quoted as saying that he 
was "for peace at almost any pi ice " 


"So I am," he answeied stoutly, "because peace 


seems to me the reasonable thing. I do not say 
that war is always avoidable. It seems to come 
sometimes as earthquakes come—a natural cata 
clysm. The French revolution, I think, was sticu a 
war. 
But war 
IE, always regrettable 
Peace is 


what spells progress. We have to advance step 
by step. I do not think wo can hope to force ad 
vancement by violence. And I believe that some 
times we shall haie a court of nations, and no 
moie wars. 
Was it Lowell said: 'The telegraph 


gave the world a nervous system?' As our world 
gets better co-oidmated by intercommunication, 
we shall have fewer of the misunderstandings 
which cause wars." 


Constantly, as we talked, alike in his domicile 


and in his office, the new secretary's unpretentious 
pipe was in his mouth. Constantly his knees 
crooked and hia'feet curled up to comfortable posi- 
tions on radiator top and desk top. 
Though there 


was always dignity about him, we might have been 
two undergraduates chatting together. His atti- 
tude was not suggestive of lounging or ot affectec 
carelessness. It was,'I thought, the bodily ease 
which is apt to reflect outwardly the mental states 
of self-unconsciousness and serene self-confidence 
As city solicitor of Cleveland, in the traction mat- 
ters, he fought the mobilized legal big guns of 
Ohio to a standstill. As mayor he forced the ppo- 
ple to retain him until he had done what he"set 
out to do. 


To be secretary of war just now, to be lifted at 


one step from local into national prominence at a 
critical moment like the present, is a far more 
searching test of his capacities than any he has 
yet undergone.

mated.

killed, wounded and missing. 


Most of tho fatalities occurred in 


active combat, and this is attributed 
to the superiority of the German ma- 
chines in capacity nnd equipment. But 
of the total more than 100 had simply 
disappeared, flown out of sight and 
never returned—"missing." The perils 
of the air are less furiously destruc- 
tive than those of the battlefield, but 
they have the thrill and tho chill of 
mystery.

Naturally those remarks ran through my head 


as I talked with the new secretary of war last 
week. 
I saw him 'twice, once in his modest bed- 


room at tho ITniversity club, where he is living 
for tho present as a bachelor "because the children 
are in school ia Cleveland and we don't want to 
break into their year." The second time he was 
in his office in the war department, the oflice to 
which one penetrates through that dread ante- 
chamber where hang the portraits of ail the previ- 
ous incumbents of tha office. 


On both occasions I got the same impression 


of the physical man. Nature, in molding his body, 
did a neat job. He is a markedly small man. but 
in proportion all the way through. 
His littleness 


carries no suggestion of the dwarfish. 
His head 


is large, but not enough so to make him look top- 
heavy. 
His hands and feet are of moderate size, 


well formed and muscular. He has a chest big 
enough to breathe in, a waist which carries no 
adipose luggage. 
His skin is swarthy, his hair 


black and straight. 
A pair of hazel eyes full of 


life, but comprehensive rather than keen; 
the 


wide mouth of an orator or actor, mobile yet firm 
of lip; the brow of a scholar; a face in general in 
which the perpendicular lines of strength are ac- 
centuated, a manner at once dignified and friendly, 
a bearing which I should call attentive rather than* 
alert—these are the characteristics of the outward 
man. 


His mentality is not so easily characterized. 
1 


shall have to try to bring it out for you in a series 
of rather detached glimpses, as he himself re- 
vealed it to me in the course of our conversation. 


Our talk ranged over many topics. We had, for 


Instance, 
been, speaking of the 
extraordinary 


amount of reading of standard English authors 
he had done before he was twenty years old, and 
I asked him whether the familiarity of his mother 
tongue thus acquired had not been an important 
element in his various successes. 
He said: "1 


think that is true. 
Ability to express myself ef- 


fectively in speech has been of great value to me." 


This led to a brief sketch of his personal his- 


tory. 'Mr. Baker was born in 1S71 in Martiusburg, 
W. Va., a community of: ?,000 persons, wherein his 
father was the leading physician. 
He was the 


second of four sons. 
At the age of twenty, in 


1SD1, he received his degree of Bachelor-of Arts 
from Johns Hopkins university, having completed 
the four years course in three years. Followed a 
year of graduate work in Roman law, comparative 
jurisprudence and economics, and then his law 
course, which he took at Washington and Lee uni- 
versity, completing the two years' work in one 
year. "That compression," he told me, "was done 
for family reasons. 
Money was not plentiful in 


a country doctor's family, and there were other 
sons to educate." After his graduation in 1893 
Mr. Baker hung out his shingle in Martinsburg to 
indicate that ho was "willing to practice law," as 
he puts it, and remained in that receptive condi- 
tion until 1S96, the last year of the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, when Postmaster General 
Wilson 


called him to Washington to be his private sec- 
retary. "I divided my two cases between, the other 
members of the local bar," he told me, "and went." 


In 1899 Mr. Baker was invited to come to Cleve- 


land", O., as a partner with Foran & McTigue, one 
of the city's leading firms of trial lawyers. 
He 


went there, mot Tom Johnson and was magne- 
tized; by that association was drawn into local 
politics and had fourteen years of active cam- 
paigning there, serving four terms as city solicitor 
under Mayor Johnson and two terms as mayor 
after his chief was deposed. He declined to run 
for a third term, and had just resumed his law 
practice at the beginning of this year when lie was 
called to Washington. 


Returning to our topic, I asked bim to what 


other qualities besides his ability as a speaker he 
felt indebted for what he had accomplished. 
He 


pondered that and said: 


"Looking at mj'self impersonally, I am inclined 


to think 1 have a very patient mind. 
1 mean by 


that a mind which moves slowly, which plods for- 


" ward instead of dashing or leaping. There is noth- 


ing brilliant about it. A brilliant mind, it strikes 
me, is like a thoroughbred horse, good for a race 
but afterward needing to be stabled for a day or 
two. 
My mind is like a plow horse. 
It cannot 


spurt, but it can go on turning furrow after fur- 
row. That lets me get through a lot of work. 


"By a patient mind," he went on, "I also mean 


a mind which does not leap to attitudes and deci- 
sions, but feela its way. And a mind which does 
not get its back up easily. 
Opposition does not 


make my mind bristle. A difference of opinion is 
not a personal thing with me. 


"And 
I think," he said, his dark eyes twinkling 


and his wide lips quirking with fun, "it has been a 
very decided advantage to me to be so little and 
to look so. young. I really mean that," he hastened 
to add and cited two instances in illustration. One 
was his argument before the Supreme court of the 
l-'nited States in the Cleveland traction cases, an 
argument which attracted the flattering favorable 
comment of the learned justices. The other was a 
speath which was one of the outstanding features 
of the Baltimore convention which nominated 
President Wilson. 


"Neither of those," ha commented, "could by 


any stretching of words l*e called a great speech. 
The natural fairmindedness of men was what 
pulled me through in both cases. 
I looked so 


handicapped that my hearers said instinctively, 
'Give the boy a chance!'" 


. Such cool, almost academic self-analysis led 


me to ask him how life struck him, so to speak— - 
what ambitions it stirred in him. "I'd like to prac- 
tice law," he said. 
"That is my one ambition. 


There is no office or position that I care for. But 
I'd like to practice and practice and practice law." 


Further talk along that line developed the rather 


interesting fact that the new secretary of war is 
one of those men who seem to have been moved 
forward by the urgings and propulsion of their 
friends Instead of fighting forward of their own 
accord in response to an inner impulse. 
Post- 


master General Wilson all but dragged him from 
his briefiessness in Martinsburg to get his first 
taste of cabinet ways and duties and responsibili- 
ties. Martin Forau dragged him to Cleveland to 
become a trial lawyer. Tom Johnson dragged him 
into politics. 
And Woodrow Wilson has just 


dragged him to the war department. 


The circumstances of the Foran case are un- 


usual enough to partake of the romantic. In 1>S97, 
when the young and still younger looking attorney 
was returning from his first visit to Europe, he 
was table mate of tiie late W. T. Stead and a mild- 
mannered, retiring English barrister. 
One day 


Baker came on deck, to iind the barrister in a peck 
of trouble. 
A stalwart, lawyerish, six-foot Irish- 


man, full of Gaelic fire, had waylaid hi'm and was 
charging him, in his own person, with all the 
wrongs England had ever perpetrated on the dis- 
tressful country. 
"I happened to be rather fa- 


miliar with the Irish land laws," so Mr. Baker 
telis it, "and' contrived to substitute myself for 
the barrister in the argument. The upshot of it 
was that my opponent and I became good friends 
and spent the rest of the voyage playing chess 
together. 
We parted in New York. I went back 


to Martinsburg, and no word passed between us 
for two years. 
Then the man—.Martin Foran— 


•wrote me the firm's business had so increased that 
another partner was required and that he wanted 
me. I had long felt I should be in a larger com- 
munity than Martinsburg, and I liked Cleveland, 
but I knew they wanted a trial lawyer, which 1 
was not. ' So I went on full of excuses, prepared 
to thank him and be dismissed in 
friendliness.

"What is your idea of the functions of the secre- 


tary of war?" 


"Tho duties." he said, "are largely legal. Almoat 


all the secretaries have been lawyers. fHe cited 
the- names of many, from Stanton down to his 
predecessor. Garrison.) Strictly military affairs 
are not my province. Experts must care for those 
things. 
Legal questions—-touching the 
conflict- 


ing rights of state and federal governments, the 
navigability of streams, the proceedings of courts 
martial—such things comprise the problems 1 have 
to settle.

About "preparedness" he felt obliged to decline

"So I am." ho answered stoutly, "because peace 


seems to me the reasonable thing.

that war is always avoidable.

clysm. The French revolution. I think, was such a 
war. 
But war is always regrettable 
1'o.uce in 


what spells progress. 
We have to advance stop 


by step. 1 do not think we can hope to force ad- 
vancement by violence. And I believe that some- 
times we sliall have a court of nations, and no 
more wars. 
Was it Lowell said: 'The telegraph 


gave the world a nervous system?' 
As our world 


gets better co-ordinated by intercommunication, 
wo shall have fewer of the 
misunderstandings 


which cause wars." 


Constantly, as we talked, alike in his domicile 


and in his office, the r.ew secretary's unpretentious 
pipe was in his mouth. 
Constantly his 
knee.s 


crooked and his feet curled up to comfortable posi- 
tions on radiator top and- desk top. 
Though there 


was always dignity about him, we might have been 
two undergraduates chatting together. 
His atti- 


tude was not suggestive of lounging or of affecler; 
carelessness. 
It was, "I thought, the bodily ens 


which is apt to reflect outwardly the mental state 
of self-unconsciousness and serene self-confidence 
As city solicitor of Cleveland, in the traction ma 
ters, he fought the mobilized legal big guns o 
Ohio to a standstill.

.fact it probably isn't because we 
know that on account of the chronic 
nature of the disease and the slow- 
ness of patients to present themselves 
for medical examination or diagnosis, 
the condition has usually been pre- 
sent for some months or even years 
before its discovery. 


It would be interesting to know if

farm of Andrew Gunderson, about ten 
miles west of this city. He had been 
shot. 


In his confession Fowler states that 


he was driving with Walvig in the lat- 
ter's automobile when Reynolds held 
them up and shot Walvig. He says 
Reynolds forced him to help conceal 
the body under a culvert, where it lay 
for three days, and that later he as- 
sisted in the burial on the Gunderson 
farm.

land says: 
. 


"The general officer commanding the 


Irish command has reported the sit- 
uation in Dublin much more satisfac- 
tory. 
Throughout the country there 


was much more to be done, which 
would lake time, but he hoped that 
the back of the rebellion had been 
broken. 


"Saturday night messengers were 


sent out from the rebel leaders in 
Dublin to the rebel bodies in Galway, 
Clare, Wexford, Louth 
and 
Dublin 


counties ordering them to surrender, 
and priests and the royal Irish con- 
stabulary are doing their utmost to 
disseminate this information. 


"As regards the situation in Dublin, 


rebels from the areas of Sackville 
street, the post office and the Four 
Courts are surrendering freely. More 
incendiary fires took p!ace in Sack- 
ville street last night, but the fire 
brigade is now able to resume work. 


"It is further reported that up to 


the present 707 prisoners have been 
taken. 
Included among these is the 


Countess Markievicz. 


"The latest information from Ennis- 


corthy shows that the rebel leader at 
this place does not believe the rebel 
leader's message from Dublin, and has 
proceeded to that city in a motor car 
under escort to verify the information. 
In the meantime a truce exists. 


"At New Ross, Gorey, Wicklow, Ba- 


genalstown and Arklow the situation 
is reported normal. Carlow and Dun- 
lavin are beleived to be quite." 


Body of Rudolph Walvig Remains Un 


der Culvert for Three Days and 


Later Is Buried on Farm 


Near Beloit. 


Janesville—Archie Fowler, accused 


of the murder of Rudolph Walvig of 
Beloit, killed himself in the county 
jail here. He tore up the blankets of 
his bod and hung himself. 


Fowler made no confession before 


he killed himself, other than the one 
he made several days ago when he 
implicated Earl Reynolds of Beloit. 
Fowler's body was found hanging in 
his cell by an attendant who came to 
carry away his luncheon dishes. 


Fowler was negotiating for the pur- 


chase of an. auto from Walvig for 
which he was to pay him $300. One 
evening Walvig took Fowler out riding 
in his machine and was not seen aft- 
erward. Fowler made a part confes- 
sion to Sheriff Chamberlain, saying 
that Reynolds had lulled Walvig, and 
threatened to kill him if he told the 
authorities. 


The body of Rudolph Walvig, who 


has been missing since April S, was 
found buried in a lonely spot on the 
farm of Andrew Gunderson, about ten 
miles west of this city. He had been 
shot. 


In his confession Fowler slates that 


he was driving with Walvig in the lat- 
ter's automobile when Reynolds held 
them up and .shot Walvig. 
He says 


Reynolds forced him to help conceal 
the body under a culvert, where it lay 
for three days, and that later he as- 
sisted in the burial on the Gunderson 
farm.

Maeterlinck Tells How Jules Destree 


Made Friends for Belgium's Cause 


in City of Naples. 


Maurice Maeterlinck, the great lit- 


terateur of Belgium, tells in London 
Everyman's of visits which he paid 
Italy in a propaganda conducted by 
two Belgian deputies, Jules Destree 
and George Lorand, and describes Ital- 
ian audiences. 
He says the Italian 


is generous, courteous, hospitable, ex- 
uberant, enthusiastic, but very proud 
and touchy; that he knows hia worth; 
that he knows that his is the oldest 
civilization, and he recognizes the 
right of no other nation to teach him 
his duty. Describing a meeting at 
Naples, he says: "At the last moment 
we had been warned that, though we 
might speak of Belgium and her suf- 
fering, any definite allusion to war 
or overviolect attack on the people 
from beyond the Rhine ,would excite 
controversy and only damage our 
cause. Being myself no orator, I had 


changed the last moment, and might 
prove dangerous.

WON HIS ITALIAN AUDIENCE 


Maeterlinck Tells How Jules Destree 


Made Friends for Belgium's Cause 


in City of Naples. 


Maurice Maeterlinck, the great lit- 


terateur o£ Belgium, tells in London 
Everyman's of visits which he paid 
Italy in a propaganda conducted by 
two Belgian deputies, Jules Destree 
and George Lorand, and describes Ital- 
ian audiences. 
He says the Italian 


is generous, courteous, hospitable, ex- 
uberant, enthusiastic, but very proud 
and touchy; that he knows his worth; 
that he knows that his is the oldest 
civilization, and he recognizes the 
right of no other nation to teach him 
his duty. 
Describing a meeting at 


Naples, he says: "At the last moment 
we had been warned that, though we 
might speak of Belgium and her suf- 
fering, any definite allusion to war 
or overviolent attack on the people 
from, beyond the Rhine <would excite 
controversy and only damage our 
cause. Being myself no orator, 1 had 
only my miserable written address,

they are Interested. Game Warden 
Win. Colo was present at the meet- 
ing and promised to do what he could 
to further the enterprise. 


It is claimed by fishermen that 


since the building of the dam at Ne- 
cedah, fish have not been aa plenti- 
ful here as formerly. 
In fact, as each 


year rolls around they are getting to 
ho fewer each season. 
This is ac- 


counted for in the inadequacy of the 
dam at Necedah which ho'lds the flsh 
below the dam. 
All dams across 


streams in which flsh abound are sup- 
posed to be fitted with a Bshway of 
such size and proportions that fish 
may have free access thru the dam at 
all times of the day and during the 
seasons. 
This matter of a proper flshway at 


Necedah has been a bone of ^conten- 
tion for many years and it is to be 
hoped that the commission will see 
fit to serve the people of one district 
in the same manner as they do those 
In another.
